The Editor of the Saturday News. 

Sir, -I presume it is always in or- 
der to speak well of the Press when 
one ean conscientiously do so. The 
Saturday News is constantly improv- 
ing. Two features of the paper 
especially commend it to: me, name- 
ly, its sane and impartial treat- 
ment of public men and measures, 
and its sympathetic attitude towards 
the great agricultural interest of 
the country which must always be of 
paramount importance. 

In your issue of the 18th inst. 
your comment regarding the unsa- 
vory scandals of Ottawa, strike a 
happy medium between the rather 
broad charity of Dr. Rose on the 
one hand, and the rather narrow 
sympathy of the Bulletin correspon- 
dent on the other. But what speci- 
ally impressed me was the last par- 
agraph of your notes and comments 
on this regrettable subject. ‘Does 
the Bulletin really maintain, as the 
above would indicate, that it would 
he a good thing for the country for 
a man to retain a high position In its 
service, after the fact that he isa 
moral reprobate is a matter of gen- 
eral knowledge.”’ 

Of course I understand your 
question, as I presume everybody 
else does, to indicate a general prin- 
ciple of very great importance, with- 
out vrejudging any individual case;

The Blairmore Townsite 


A Case Which Illustrates the Methods 
Followed by the Department of the 
Interior under Mr. Sifton---A Review 
of the Facts Recently Brought to the 
Attention of the House of Commons 
of Which No Citizen of Western 
Canada Should be Ignorant. 


Reference was made last week in 
the Saturday News. to the debate in 
the House of Commons on the Blair- 
more townsite transaction. The 
opinions then expressed were based 
upon the fragmentary despatches 
that had been published. In_ the 
interval, however, the Hansard re- 
port of the debate comes to hand, 
which shows that the whole matter 
was very thoroughly threshed out 
and that the public is now ina posi- 
tion to learn just what the facts in 
regard to it are. To read and di- 
gest that report is no small under- 
taking, however. To do so takes a 
longer time than most men, no 
matter how keen their interest in 
public affairs, can afford to devote. 
For its readers’ benefit, the Satur- 
day News, therefore, proposes to 
summarize, in as short a space as 
possible, what was brought out in 
the debate. 


At the outset, we would most emp- 
hatically assert that the matter is 
one well worth the while of western 
Canadians to pay close attention to. 
Within a few months after the 
Liberal administration took office, 
charges began to be made against 
Mr. Sifton’s administration of the 
Department of the Interior.

Hav- 
ing done so once or twice and found 
that the accuser had been simply 
raising the ery of ‘‘Wolf, Wolf” 
when there was no wolf, they fell 
into the habit of disregarding all 


charges that came from = the same 
quarter as those” they had investi- 
gated, 


This is the treatment that) many 
will undoubtedly be disposed to give 
the Blairmore case. It is on) that 
account that we intend to enter 
into it fully, for we believe that it 
must show to every unprejudiced 
citizen that all the suspicions tnat 
were directed against Mr. Sifton’s 
administration were fully justified. 
What is more, the attempt — to de- 
fend the steps that were taken. in 
his time does not redound with any 
credit either to his — successor, 
Mr. Oliver, or to those who are as- | 
sociated with him in thee 
in the House. 

The principal facts in 
have been already stated in these | 
columns. But for the benefit of 
those whose interest is but recently 
aroused, it will be well to re-state 
them.

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On the 25th June, 1901, the 
partment issued a ‘patent for 
| townsite of Blairmore, on the 
Crow’s Nest line of the C.P.R. to 
Malcolm Mackenzie, the Liberal re- 
presentative of McLeod in the 
| Alberta Legislature, and an_ unsuc- 
cessful candidate for the House of 
Commons, at the last general elec- 
tions. There had been — several 
‘claimants to the property on the 
ground of squatter’s rights. Two

of them were Felix Montalbetti, a 
C.P.R. section hand, and H. FE. 
Lyon, now a merchant, having 


places of business in Blairmore and 
other Crow’s Nest towns. On the 
8th of July Montalbetti had assign- 
ed his claims to Mackenzie. On 
the Isth Mr. Turiff, then Commis- 
sioner of Dominion Lands, who is 
now the Liberal member for East 
Assiniboia in the House of Commons, 
decided in favor of Montalbetti’s 
claim and despite the fact that 
Lyon’s attorneys protested against 


the haste with which action was 
taken and stated that evidence 
could be brought from  Blairmore 


to Ottawa to disprove Montalbetti’s 
statements, the patent was issued to 
Mackenzie without delay. He was 
given the right to purchase the 
land, the value of which is now es- 
timated at $200,000, for $480 or $3 an 
acre. 

Lyon then began to take steps to 
have the patent cancelled. As 
those who are acquainted with pro- 
ceedings in such cases well under- 
stand, it beeame necessary for him 
to secure the co-operation of the 
Crown before he could obtain legal 
standing. This was given by the 
Minister of Justice, Hon. David 
Mills, on the 10th of November, 
1901, while Mr. Sifton was absent 
from Ottawa, it appears. A fiat was 
issued and the case came before the 
Inxchequer Court, the claim being 
made that the patent had been 
issued as a result of fraud and mis- 
representation, Justice Wetmore 
of Moosomin, the oldest and one 
of the most respected judges in’ the 
Northwest, was nominated — as 
special referee. In August, 1902, he 
went to Blairmore to make investi- 
gation, 

His report isa lengthy one. As 
he states, it is upon questions of 
facts not upon questions of law and 
the principal faet that he established 
was that Montalbetti’s claim 
founded upon fraud. 

“The untruthful statements and 
misrepresentations,’’ said — Judge 
Wetmore ‘which I have found to be 
made in this (Montalbetti’s) declara- 
tion are so many and are of such a 
character that | cannot resist the 
conclusion that they were fraudul- 
ently made with the intention of im- 
properly influencing the minds. of 
the officials of the Department of the 
Interior in determining to whom 
the right to purchase the land in 
question should be given,”’ 

Karly in 1900 Lyon commenced to 
‘build a store on the land. Refer- 
ring to it, Justice Wetmore said: 
“T find that it was the first building 
that was placed on the land by any 
of the parties to this suit) with any 
idea of perm: nent location on it or 
squatting: on it. 

With Justice Wetmore's report 
as referee filed, the case came be- 
fore Justice B urbidge of the Ex- 
chequer Court at Ottawa on March 
20th. Two quotations from what 
Justice Burbidge said on that oeea- 
sion may be given: 

“The evidence that has been taken 
and the report of the learned re- 
feree show, I think, very clearly 
that if one has regard to the quarter 
section as a whole, neither Montal- 
betti or 
purchase the land at $3 an acre) or 
any equitable claim, ito the consider- | 
ation of the Crown.’ 


This is astatement which govern- | 
| ment supporters are laying stress on. 
It meant that despite Justice Wet- 
/more’s finding regarding the erec- 
tion of Lyon’s store, Lyon had no

set aside and the land returned to 
Crown, 

The Commissioner of Lands, Mr. 
Turiff, in his evidence had stated 
that he would) have given the deci- 
sion that he did, even if Montal- 
betti's affidavit, which Justice Wet- 
more declared false, had not been 
before him. ‘Iam = not sure that | 
fully understand what he meant by 
that’’ says Justice Burbidge. Fur- 
ther evidence, he thought, should 
be taken before the motion to set 
aside the patent was disposed of. 
The motion therefore stood over for 
further consideration, 

That Justice Burbidge was will- 
ing to set aside the patent is made 
clear by a letter from Mr. Chrysler, 
the solicitor for the Minister of the 
Interior, to Mr. Sifton, written the 
day that the judge uttered the 
above words. 

“The judge is prepared’’ writes 
Mr. Chrysler ‘‘to set aside the pat- 
ent granted to Mackenzie, if the 
Crown desires to do so.”’ 

How much the Crown (in this the 
case the Department of the Interior) 
desired to have the patent cancel- 
led that had been granted to aman 
on fraudulent representations, soon 
became apparent. Letters from Mr. 
Sifton to Mr. Fitzpatrick, who had 
succeeded Mr. Mills as Minister of 
Justice, are in evidence, asking for 
the withdrawal of the fiat. If this 
were done, the case would collapse, 
as has been explained, Lyon being 
left with no legal standing. Pro- 
cedings dragged along till May 13, 
1904, when the case came again be 


fore the Exchequer Court and was | 


dismissed. On that date Mr. 
Chrysler wrote to the deputy minis- 
ter of Justice:‘‘] attended this morn- 
ing upon the return of the motion 
for judgment in this case, and pur- 
suant to your instructions, asked 
that the action should be dismissed 
without costs.’’ 

That ended it. Mr. Mackenize 
retained his patent. Justice Bur- 
bridge could not cancel it except 
with the consent of the Crown, even 
though he was” willing to do so. 


This is the case in its broadest out- 
lines. Now let us look ata few of 
its details and at the attempt 
which was made in the House to de- 
fend the department’s action. 


Mr. Turiff was the first speaker 
on the Government side. Referring 
to his decision as commissioner of 
lands he said: —‘‘I gave what I con- 
sidered then was a right and proper 
decision and I have had no reason 
from that day to this to change my 
opinion in any respect that it was a 
proper decision.”” 

Yet Justice Wetmore declared 
that the man, whose claim was up- 
held by the commission, had made 
in support of that claim fraudulent 
declarations by the wholesale. Does 
the public think, with this fact be- 
fore it, that Mr. Turiff’s decision 
Was @ proper one? 

As a squirmer, Mr. Turiff is hard 
to beat. We have noted how Justice 
Burbidge said that he did not 
understand Mr. Turiff’s assertion 
that his decision would have been 
the same apart from Montalbetti’s 
affidavits. Nor can anyone _ else 
understand it. Does he think he can 
stand the public off by a general 
statement such as this? Fortunately 
part of Montalbetti’s statement of 
defence takes the wind quite out of 
Mr. Turiff’s sails. It reads: 

“The said defendant, Montalbetti 
says that when the said application 
was made by him for a_ patent of 
the lands in question, the only re- 
presentations that were made by 
him to the Department of the In- 
terior or to the Minister or any of 
the officials thereof was contained 
in the said statutory declaration.” 

Does it not strike one as rather 
remarkable that the Department 


should, as Mr. Turiff said it did, up 


hold a claim for reasons not advan- 
ced and evidently not in’ the mind 
of the claimant? 

Mr. Turiff throughout his speech 
kept repeating that the case had 
been dismissed on its merits. ‘If 
the decision | gave was wrong, at 
all events it has been sustained by 
the Exchequer Court.’’ We have 
seen the extent to which it was 
sustained. Justice Wetmore found 
Montalbetti’s claims quite fraud- 
ulent and Justice Burbidge would 
have cancelled the patent if the 
Crown had allowed him to do so. 


Mr. Turiff stated that when. sit- 
ting as commissioner on the case he 
had given everyone a fair hearing. 
Let us see whether he did or 
not, for it has an important bearing 
on the whole case. 

It was on the 8thof July, 1901, 
that Montalbetti assigned his claim 
to Mackenzie. The consideration 
was to be $1000 but at the time of 
Justcie Wetmore’s report not a cent 
of this had been paid and the Judge 
noted that Montalbetti did not hold 

-ascratch of a pen by way of secu- 


rity. Eleven days later the com- : 


missioner gave his decision and_ six 
| days after that the patent was_ is- 
sued. Mr. Mackenzie — certainly 


| the speed with which the matter 
' was settled, once he had secured the 
/ assignment of the claim. The haste 
_with which it was rushed through 
is rather extraordinary in itself. It | 
isall the more extraordinary in 
view of the fact that on the 10th of | 
July, Mr. Lyon’s solicitors wrote | 
and protested against the patent 
being issued before Lyon could 
bring before the department facts 
to combat Montalbetti’s claim. 
Lyon was at that time in Blair- 
more, not in Ottawa, and it was im- 
possible for him to give his evidence 
before the commissioner by the 
i 18th. The only reply was that the. 
hearing would proceed. It = did 
proceed and the commissioner gave 
his decision. On the 22nd, Lyon’s 
solicitors made protest again, stat- 
ing that Lyon could prove — that 
Montalbetti’s contentions were 
exactly as Justice Wetmore later 
found them to be. The solicitors of 
another claimant, Alexander 
Moffatt, wrote to much the same 
effect on the same date. But on 
July 25 the patent was issued. 

And_ this is what Mr. Turiff calls 
a fuir hearing. 


So much for Mr. Turiff. Let us see 
what Hon. Mr. Oliver had to say. 
The former, it should be remember- 
ed, was himself concerned in the 
transactions complained of. It was 
not surprising that he should quib- 
i ble. But what are we to think of 
the Minister of the Interior? Why 
should he be anything but straight- 
forward in the matter? 

“The gentleman who felt himself 
to be aggrieved’? he said in one 
place ‘‘asked the privilege of having 
his rights tried out in the courts. 
He was given the privilege, his 
rights were tried out in the courts, 
judgment was delivered, which 
judgment did not concede to him 
the rights that he demanded and 
these gentlemen hold the Depart- 
‘ment of the Interior responsible for 
that action of the’court. What do 
these gentlemen want in the way of 
administration?” 

It is true, as the Minister says, 
that Justice Burbidge held that 
Lyon had no rights in the matter 
that could be enforced by law. But 
he evades the whole point of the 
argument against the Department. 
If it wished, it could have had the 
whole town site back in its _posses- 
sion. Under sections 102 and 107 of 
the Lands Act it could then dispose 
of it for the advantage of the coun- 
try at large. But if it felt it had to 
give it all away to somebody, it 
could have given it to the claimant 
who according to Justice Wetmore,

METHODS OF CULTIVATION

It is always best to burn the stub- 
ble off in the spring if possible, This 
destroys many weed seeds and the 
land) works better where there is no 
stubble, 

Disk asx carly in the spring as pos- 
sible and harrow, This covers the 
weed seeds and eneourages. their 
germination, 

When the small plants are seen 
all ovre the field the land ought to 
he disked and harrowed again to 
destroy them and 
germination of a new crop. 

About the beginning of June the 
land should be ploughed and packed 


if possible, and if not, at least har- | 


rowed every day as it’ is ploughed, 
and a erop of beardless barley sown. 
It is safe in Northern Alberta to 


sow this barley up till the middle of 
June.

SOMETHING NEW IN WEED 
INSPECTION, 

The Alberta Department of  Ayr- 
ieulture is making a new departure 
in weed control, Believing that it 
Is possible to do something else by 
way of combatting the spread of 
weeds, besides orderings the destrue- 
tion in summer of crops which are 
badly infested with them, the depart- 
sment has sent out all the weed in- 
pectors in the Provinee for a week 
to see what can be done towards 
persuading farmers to adopt = met- 
hods of cultivation which will) tend 
to encourage the germination — of 
weed seeds and the destruction of 
the young plants, before the crop. is 
grown, With this object in view, 
last summer the local ins ectors 
were furnished with a book — in 
which they noted) those farms that 
were very dirty and which seemed 
to require special attention, They 
were thus enabled «this spring’ to 
proceed without loss of time to the 
worst places to discuss the weed 
situation with the owners and to 
leave them the followingcircular as 
a memorandum for their guidance.

had put up the first building on the 
land witha view to squatting upon 
it and wno had. at least, not at- 
tempted to defraud the department. 
Instead of dving this, however, it 
declined to jet the court take away 
the townsite from Mackenzie who, 
while not shown to be guilty of fraud 
himself, was profiting by a fraud. 
The best course in the public inte- 
rests was tolet neither Lyon nor 
Mackenzie have the townsite. as the 
court had said that neither could 
enforce aclaim to it. But if one of 
them was to have it, it should by 
all means have been Lyon. 

Further on in his speech, Mr. 
Oliver grew very defiant. 

“What could the department do 
that it did not do?”’ he asked. 

If he will look up the letter from 
Mr. Chrysler to the department 
that we have quoted from, he will 
find out. And in view of that 
letter what are we to think of this? 

‘‘And still my honorable friends 
insist that the Department of the 
Interior should ignore the judgment 
of the Court of the Exchequer and 
cancel the patent? On_ what 
ground?” 

Did or did not Justice Burbidge 
say that he would cancel Macken- 
zie’s patent if the Department 
wished? 


After reading the final judgment 
of Justice Burbidge Mr. Oliver de- 
clared: 

“The Crown did not withdraw 
from the proceedings and the judg- 
ment was rendered on the merits of 
the case.”’ 

This isin face of the published 
correspondence between Mr. Sifton 
and Mr. Fitzpatrick and Mr. Chrys- 
ler’s note to the Deputy Minister of 
Justice, telling him that pursuant 
to instructions he had asked that 
the action be dismissed. 


Then Mr. Oliver seized upon the 
fact that at the bottom of the judg- 
ment is the signature of Mr. Glyn 
Osler, agent for the solicitor for Mr. 
Lyon. 

“The consent of Lyon is here 
with the signature of his solicitor’’ 
he said. 

It remained for Mr. Oliver's cabi- 
net colleague, Mr. Aylesworth, to 
dispose of this contention. 

“The order is drawn up and_ is 
approved by Mr. Osler’’ said the 
Minister of Justice ‘‘but I do not 
cite that as being any indication of 
Lyon’s consent to the dismissal of 
the action It indicates simply 
that Lyon’s solicitor had examined 
the order and finds it to state exact- 
ly what had taken place and _ the 
order was approved as_ issued, dis- 
posing of the action, because that 
action has been tried and brought 
to an end.” 

Mr. Oliver denied very strongly 
that Justice Burbidge ever used 
the words that have 
quoted to the effect that he could 
not understand the action of the 
Crown in. withdrawing. Whether 
he was correctly reported or not is 
a question that, is impossible to de- 
termine, at this distance at least. 
But Mr. Chrysler’s letter ae 
that it would not be at all strange 
if he did use this language.

The Department stands convicted 
on two counts.

In the second place, having 
granted the patent, it refused to 
have it cancelled, after it had been 
shown that fraud had been resort- 
ed to in order to procure it. 

Does this look as if there had 
been an equitable administration of 
the public domain? Does it look as 
if political pull was an unknown 
factor in the department’s methods 
of transacting business?
